FISHING FLEET STATISTICS. 

The loss of Gloucester fishing fleets during 
the present yeur is greater than during an 

reyious year, and the number of lives which 

wve been sacrificed earns that of any pre- 
vious year except 1862. Twenty-two vessels 
have been wrecked, sunk, or abandoned, 
valucd at $105,060, on which there was $39, - 
416 insurance, nearly all, however, on the mu- 
tual plan. One hundred and thirty-six fisher- 
men lost their lives, forty-five of whom left 
widows, and upwards of ninety children were 
rendered fatheriess. During 1570 the number 
of vessels lost was thirteen; value, $73,500;
